According tp information from 
officials of the Municipal Dlstrut 
x f Vulcan No 29, definite action 
is being taken by the Council to 
proceed with the preliminary work 
irt getting plans of the Convaies- 
.cent Nursing Home which is pr>- 
j>osed to be erected In Vulcan if 
arrangements oar. be made to ob¬ 
tain grants from Die Dominion and 
Provincial Governments which are 
available for this type of hospital 
service. 

It is expected that a tentative 
set of plans will be ready for con- 
sideratio» v )jt Jhe meeting of the 
Municipal Council to be held next 
week. The building will have a 
capacity of 24 bods, 8 single rooms 
and 8 double rooms together with 
the necessary service rooms, ther¬ 
apy rooms, and sitting and recre¬ 
ation rooms. Staff quarters will 
also lie provided. The site lias be“n“ 
acquired from the Town of Vul¬ 
can and the new ouilding will In- 
located on the grounds adjacent to 
the present hospital in order that 
patients who require active hos¬ 
pital treatment may be 'readily 
moved into the Municipal Hospit¬ 
al. The general appearance of the 
now building will resemble ine 
hospital and will be modern and 
fireproof.

There is a great preponderance of public opinion Phone ,!o ' 
in Canada, in favor of some further action by the 
government authorities against those who openly ad¬ 
vocate Communist doctrines in Canada, and particu¬ 
larly those who make it quite clear that, in the event 
of an unhappy conflict between this country and Rus¬ 
sia, they would be on the Russian side of the argu¬ 
ment.. 

Thre are plenty of people like this. There are un¬ 
iversity professors, school teachers, labor leaders, and 
quite frankly say as did a French scientist who has 
been recently fired by the government, that they 
would not sypport their own nation against Russia 
in war. 

The real difficulty is that this is not all that 
there is to Communism. Provided a Communist does 
not go to the point of announcing that he would fight 
for Russia, it is difficult to find the point at which 
Socialism, or even welfare state ideas end and Com¬ 
munism begins. Anyone who believes that the major 
industries of this country should be taken over by 
the state, anyone who holds that the state should re¬ 
distribute wealth completely, anyone who believes that 
the state should permanently control prices and wag¬ 
es, anyone who feels that the state should have the 
power to direct men and women to particular occupa¬ 
tions is a Communist, in the sense that he has ac¬ 
cepted the theories of the founders of Communism. 

The man who preaches these ideas may say that 
he is a Conservative, or a Liberal, or a Socialist, but 
he is preaching Communist doctrine. He holds much 
of the Communist faith—even if he does not go to 
the point of announcing that he would fight for Rus¬ 
sia against Canada. 

It is very difficult to see how the law which Mr. 

Drew has been suggesting, to make Communism il¬ 
legal. would be enforced in Canada. There should be 
some law in Canada, rigidly enforced, to put in jail 
those who openly attack their own country on behalf 
of another nation, which is at present coming close to 
threatening war. The point is, however, that it is not 
going to be possible to catch them as Communists. 

They will have to be caught as traitors.—C.WN.A.

This should be 
worked into the soil as early In 
the spring as possible.- All these 
perennials, too, require an abund¬ 
ance of moisture for maximum 
bloom. 

Peonies should be planted in late 
August or September, and the 
tubers placed with the crown two 
inches below the 90 II level ’(too 
deep planting may result in poor 
blooming). A mulch, applied the 
first winter, will protect the plants 
but mulching is not necessary af¬ 
ter the first year. To obtain large 
blooms, remove the side buds when 
small. Large roots may be divided
